Simply stated, 
the kingdom of heaven refers to a place, while the king- 
dom of God refers to a spiritual state.

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An Estimate of Vows 


NEW YEAR has begun, and there were many 
Af resotations made that were broken before the 

first month ended. Whether or not you are the 
type of person to resolve to do better things during the 
coming year, we have all made promises and pledges unto 
God in time past that must be observed and kept today. 
To make a vow unto God is an admirable thing, a helpful 
resource in time of need, but that vow must afterward be 
kept with all strictness and rigor. At no future time are 
we to ignore or disregard it. 

“The Preacher” said, in Ecclesiastes 5:4-6, “When thou 
vowest a vow unto God, defer not to pay it; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools: pay that which thou hast vowed. 
Better is it that thou shouldest not vow, than that thou 
shouldest vow and not pay. Suffer not thy mouth to cause 
thy flesh to sin; neither say thou before the angel, that 
it was an error... .” 

A vow is a solemn promise to God of doing some good 
thing thereafter. Vows are made to God! It is possible, 
however, to make a pledge which seems to be made to 
God but is, in reality, the very 
opposite to that. When these 
ill-made and anti-scriptural 
promises are found to be such, they should be annulled 
with great speed. For instance, I joined an oath-bound 
society when I was sixteen years old, and took a 
maledictory oath that smacked of cruelty and sad- 
ism in the worst degree. That vow was contra- 
dictory to everything in God’s Word and all the truth 
of God’s Spirit—although it seemed, by its subtle 
use of His name, to be a pledge made to God. That vow 
was immediately forsaken: verily, it never would have 
been taken had I known its content beforehand. God ac- 
cepts no vow that is contradictory to His Word. Any 
vow or promise that you make to Satan, even if made 
seemingly Godward, should be abandoned posthaste. It 
seems that Jeremiah may have made a rash unacceptable 
vow—but he did not hesitate in breaking it once he 
realized that it clashed with God’s will. See Jeremiah 20:9. 

When there is laxity in one’s Christian life, and one 
vows to do better, that vow must be stringently kept. To 
relapse from it is to sin. When one vows something to 
God, as requital for some favor, and that favor is granted, 
then one must not postpone the payment of his vow. 
To fail in the payment and observance of vows is outright 
sin. What about the vows you have made to God? Are 
all your pledges paid for? or, have you promised God 

many things and have broken those promises so many 

es that God no longer trusts you? Is your word still 
good with God? Can He depend on what you say? Defer 
not to pay it. Pay that which thou hast vowed. 


WHAT IS A VOW? 
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All Christians make vows to God sometimes. Their rea- 
sons for doing so are various, their circumstances differ- 
ent. The Christian life itself is a solemn promise to live 
for God if He will save us and watch for our souls. Per- 
plexities and distress often give birth to vows. They are 
accepted and honored of God, but He expects their fulfill- 
ment after the occasion of their birth has passed. 


JAcoB had a dream. He saw a heavenly vi- 
sion. While his heart was still uplifted and exultant, Ja- 
cob vowed to God a tenth of all his future increase. How 
often we make pledges to Him 
after He has enriched our 
souls with a blessing. During 
that revival, during that con- 
vention, was your heart lov- 
ingly warmed? and did you promise God that thereafter 
you would pay him His tithe? That vow is still in force. 
Did you promise Him remembrance in all that He gives 
you? God expects you to pay your vow. “Oh, but I made 
that promise during the excitement of a glorious service,” 
you may explain. Neither say thou before the angel, 
that it was an error. You made your vow in all sincerity, 
God confirmed it with His Word; therefore, failure to keep 
it is inexcusable sin. 

When He blessed you, did you promise to amend the 
difference between yourself and your brother? Did you 
promise to talk things over and restore your mutual 
friendship? Have you done so, or is the animosity still 
between you? If you have-neglected your vow, you stand 
before God with fault in your heart. 

More than anything in the world, Hannah wanted a 
son. So intense was her desire that she promised God to 
consecrate her hoped-for son to the service of God. He 
should be a Nazarite. “Give 
me a son, O God, and I will 
give him back to thee.” Han- 
nah was as good as her word. 
When God gave Samuel to her, she reared him in the fear 
of God, and duly presented him for service at the house 
of God. Hannah wanted something—and she was willing 
to give something in exchange. 

How many of you mothers and fathers have promised 
God to rear your children in the way of righteousness, if 
He would only give children to your union? Now they are 
taught to dance and frolic, and never taught of God 
and the blessedness of His way. How often we beg some- 
thing from God, only to forget our promise as soon as 
our desire is satisfied. If God would only heal your child, 
you would take him to Sunday School thereafter. Now 
he is well—and he has never attended Sunday School 
with any regularity. . 

Preacher, you promised God you would work harder 
and pray more than ever before if you could only go

THE COST 
OF LOSING 
A BOY

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a boy?” But I want to use just the opposite, 
“What does it cost to lose a child?” 

I went into a filling station to get my car serviced, an 
I said, “Do you know where Mr. Smith lives in this town?” 

He said, “Sure, you see the green house on the hill here 
to the right?” 

I said, “Yes.” 

He said, “He doesn’t live there. He lives in the white 
house over here to the left.” Every time I go through that 
town I think of where Mr. Smith doesn’t live. 

Now he was trying to present truth to me by contrast. 
That is what I want to do with you. What does it cost to 
lose a boy? a girl? 

Robert Raikes sold the Sunday School to the world in 
1780 inEngland,in alittle room that was eleven feet long, 
eight feet wide, and seven feet high. He hired teachers 
and brought them into that little room to teach the boys 
who had become a menace to the city. I wonder if he were 
here tonight, what he would say. In five years they had 
one-quarter of a million boys enrolled throughout the 
Sunday Schools of England. From that humble beginning 
has come an institution that is now serving at least 129 
nations of the earth, and more than 40 millions of people 
are enrolled in the Sunday School movement that you 
and I represent tonight. His objective as the founder of 
this great institution was the saving of a boy, for girls 
were not given the privileges then, and many years later, 
of Christian education. 

Now think with me. What does it cost to lose a boy? 

An eastern governor told me this story, and it comes 
the nearest of portraying this truth. I want to give it to 
you with my own application. 

A boy said to his business dad one morning, “If you 
don’t send me to a state hospital today for treatment, 
I’m gonna commit suicide tonight, and,” he said, “Dad, 
I wouldn’t turn over my hand for the difference.” 

The father dropped his banker’s books and said, “Son, 
what in the world is the matter with you!” 

He said, “I am physically diseased, Dad, and you and 
Mother don’t know it; but I am literally physically rot- 
ten.” 

(Gene Tunney had an article in the Reader’s Digest 
sometime ago saying that we lost 100,000 more boys in 
one of the World Wars with social diseases than we lost 
by bloodshed. I wrote Mr. Tunney a personal letter ask- 
ing, “Are those figures correct?” He wrote back like this, 
“The half has never been told.” He said, “We picked a 
thousand boys in one camp, just at random, and 50 per 
cent of them were unfit for soldierhood or fatherhood.” 

Somebody said, “But we have 6,000,000 boys and girls 
registered with reputable physicians tonight socially and 
physically diseased—and twice as many are under quack 
doctors and home remedies as we have with reputable 
physicians.”’) 

The father, a banker, went to the house and told the 
mother, and they sobbed aloud while the boy packed his 
suitcase. In the afternoon they had him on a train send- 
ing him off to a state institution for treatment. 

In about a year he was sent back home and pro- 
nounced cured, but there is a very strange text in the 
Bible: “The sins of the fathers are visited unto the chil- 
dren unto the third and fourth generation of them tha 
hate me.” 

In a year or two that teen-aged boy married a beauti- 
ful girl, and their first and only child was a son. When

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the son’s life came into existence, the mother’s life was 
snuffed out. This young, diseased father went over and 
looked at the dead young mother. Then he looked in the 
rib at a half-blind, half-idiotic, half-imbecile baby boy, 

nd he was heard to say, “It’s more than I can bear.” 
He took a revolver, went just outside the bedroom door, 
and committed suicide. 

The governor, in relating this story to me, said, “The 
tragedy of it is that baby boy lived to be a grown young 
man.” 


IT WAS ONE CRIME after another, until 
finally he stood in a line in Buffalo, New York (I’ve been 
where it happened), took a handkerchief out of his pock- 
et, and wrapped it around a revolver that he held in his 
hand. (Probably there are parents in this house tonight 
that remember the story.) After some hours of standing 
in that line a mile long, he shook hands with President 
William McKinley, and he said, “President, I’m glad to 
see you.” When he said that, he pulled the revolver, 
snapped the trigger, and out went the life of William 
McKinley, of Canton, Ohio. 

In a few hours and days they had this boy caught and 
ready for execution. As usual, they said to him, “Any- 
thing you want to say?” 

He said, “Gentlemen, there is. I have never been inside 
of a Protestant church house in my life. I have never 
heard a gospel sermon preached in my life. I don’t know 
the name of a single preacher or Sunday School teacher 
living. My associates have been the scum of the earth. I 
have run with gamblers and harlots, outcasts, and drunk- 
ards, and I have now come to the end of my career. But, 
gentlemen, before you put that noose around my neck, 
I should like to ask you this question. Do you think Leon 
Czolgosz has had a chance in life?” With those words on 
his lips, the trap doors were sprung, and Leon Czolgosz 
went out of this life into the beyond. 


THE GOVERNOR said, “As a result of losing 
this boy back in the yesterdays, there were five major 
tragedies.” 

(Now you say, “Mr. London, it’s my business if I don’t 
want to send my child to Sunday School.” No it isn’t; 
it’s my business. “Why so?” I’m a taxpayer in this na- 
tion. 

I sat in Edgar Hoover’s office the other day, and they 
said, “We have in those drawers the names of 6,000,000 
American boys and girls. The average age is eighteen 
years. The cost to the taxpayers is $2,000,000 an hour. I 
never said a month; I never said a week; I said an hour. 
The taxpayers of this nation, in the last twelve months, 
have spent more than 16 millions of dollars to take care 
of boys and girls who have already gone wrong. There is 
a shadow over their lives and a stigma on their heads 
that will follow them to their graves, whether they get 
religion or whether they don’t.”) 

The governor said, “I believe an ounce of preventative 
is worth a pound of cure in saving a boy before he gets 
into trouble. For,” he said, “the losing of that young boy 
back in the yesterdays caused five awful tragedies.” 

I said, “Governor, I’d like to hear you give me those 
five. What are they?” 

He said, “Here is the first one: The premature death of 
a young mother. There was no need for that mother to 
die. She was the victim of another’s wrong.” “The sins of 
the fathers are visited unto the children to the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate me.” 
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In her dying hour she said, “I am the victim of the 
sins committed by another twenty years before we were 
married.” 

I said, “Governor, what’s the second tragedy?” 

“The premature death of the young father.” Sometimes 
sin kills quickly; at other times it lingers like a Clarence 
Darrow of Chicago, clear on down to the end. 

I sat some months ago in the only leper colony in the 
United States. I could have touched 300 lepers on either 
side of me. I didn’t. I asked, “What’s the youngest one 
here?” 

He said, “Eighteen months.” 

Down the aisle walked a beautiful daughter. I said, 
“What’s she in here for?” 

He said, “Leprosy, of course.” 

I said, “I don’t see any sign of leprosy.” 

“Ah, she has a tiny spot on her body.” 

I said, “How long will she live?” 

“Two years.” 

Down the aisle sat an old gentleman and an elderly 
lady opposite each other at a table. One’s nose was eaten 
off. One’s cheek bone was eaten through. One’s ear was 
gone. Both of them had stub feet, and the ends of their 
fingers were shriveling up and falling off. I said, “Doctor, 
how long have they been like this?” 

“Well,” he said, “it’s been going on for twenty-five 
years.” 

“How long will they live?” 

He said, “Forty years.” 

“Well,” I said, “sin is just like that.” Sometimes it has 
a very early beginning, and sometimes, like the sixteen- 
year-old daughter, it has a quick ending, and sometimes 
like a Clarence Darrow, who said at the age of seventy, 
“If I were just coming out of the university as a graduate, 
I’d go and commit suicide, for life isn’t worth the fight 
and the struggle.” Be careful, young man, for sooner or 
later the sin business will get you. It’ll run you down like 
a bloodhound and leave you to die like a dog out in the 
wilderness. Be sure your sin will find you out. There is 
no escape from this tragedy of sin. 


AND I SAID,. “Governor, what is your third 
major tragedy?” 

“Oh,” he said, “a child was born with criminal tenden- 
cies.” Now there may be some psychologists and educa- 
tors here tonight, and you will probably laugh at me, 
but my mother used to say, “The proof of the pudding 


, is in the eating of it.” I think something happened to 


my life before I was born that didn’t happen to either 
one of my four brothers and sisters. I’ve talked to my 
mother by the hour. Will you pardon a little testimony 
tonight? 

I don’t take any merit for this, for I had two brothers 
who went to the dogs and both of them came to tragic 
ends. They were born of the same parents, in the same 
home, but under different conditions. I started to Sunday 
School when I was three weeks old. In forty-nine years I 
missed twelve Sundays in Sunday School attendance. 
Twenty-five years of that time I never missed a single 
Sunday. 

“I do not understand it,” Mrs. London said to me the 
other day, coming from Florida. “Dad, don’t you ever get 
tired of talking Sunday School? I’ve heard it now for 
over a month, three and four times a day on the Florida 
District, and you’ve talked it ever since we left Orlando,

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countless new gadgets or labor-saving devices 

on the market, and if we had enough money 
to buy them, we could soon have every room in the house 
filled to capacity. Millions of dollars are spent in adver- 
tising. Extravagant claims are made concerning the su- 
periority of one brand over another. 

A wise Bible character once said, “There is nothing new 
under the sun.” That is hard to believe when we see 
some of the newer “human miracles” in operation, and 
observe the almost unbelievable things they can do, and 
in much less time than it formerly took by hand. Yet 
that statement is much nearer the truth than some of 
us might think. All we need to remember is that God, in 
His infinite mercy and wisdom and in holy partnership 
with His Son Jesus (John 17), in the very beginning, 
created man and all else that has ever been created. One 
might say, “I thought Fulton invented the steamboat, 
Haynes the automobile, Bell the telephone, Wright the 
airplane, and Howe the sewing machine.” That is true, 
but there is quite a difference in furnishing the material 
for a house and the actual assembling of the different 
kinds of material and building it into a modern home. 
God furnishes all the raw material, and all man does 
is assemble that material in its various forms. 

The only thing I know of that man can actually cre- 
ate without God furnishing the material is an uproar 
or confusion—and the devil himself even has to furnish 
that. 

I suppose without a doubt television just about tops all 
other modern products of man’s ingenuity. It has speedi- 
ly become the most popular of all known forms of en- 
tertainment for all classes and ages. It talks, sings, 
prays, preaches, dances, plays music, and, no doubt, does 
other things found in church services. Its inability to 
pass ‘he collection plate is a sort of relief to the uncon- 
secrated.

abundantly able to present before our eyes an almost 
unlimited collection of scenes not quite so innocent. 


A few nights ago I was invited by a neighbor to watch 
on his set what I understood was to be a Christmas pro- 
gram. But instead, I was treated to a bold portrayal of 
lies, theft, deceit, and murder. My neighbor was a church 
member, but how certain can he be that his own boy 
who watched would not sometime try the same thing. 


A short time back, a self-styled high church dignitary 
was heard to make the startling admission that since 
they were unable to keep their young members from 
dancing they thought best to let them dance in the 
church where they could be chapperoned. No doubt, some 
will say that would be unthinkable and almost blasphemy. 

Some years before I was converted, I went to a movie 
to see a picture called “From the Manger to the Cross,” 
but before they showed it they ran four reels of vulgar 
scenes of the doings in a red light district—a feature not 
advertised on their marquee. Though I was a sinner, I 
promised God I would never enter a show house again, 
and I have kept my word. It need not be wondered at 
when many of our juvenile delinquents admit they 
learned crime in the movies. 


Certainly not all pictures are bad in themselves, but 
take note of the company they keep. Some may say there 
is as much questionable stuff on the radio as television, 
and many broadcasts should be barred from the air. 
They are only partly right. The universal attraction of 
television is that you SEE as well as hear, proving be- 
yond the shadow of doubt that the “lust of the eyes” is a 
far more potent thing than that of the ear. It surely car- 
ries with it a “pull” not assoc.ated with any other temp- 
tation in life, and is most emphatically condemned in 1 
John 2:16. If it was a stupid blunder to bring the dance 
into the church, pray tell me, how much less a mistake 
it is when we bring the moving picture theatre (tele- 
vision), with its glaring presentations of all manner of 
sin, shame, and disgrace, right into the sacred sanctu- 
ary of our homes? 

You may say you never turn on anything that is unfit 
for any church member to see. But don’t forget that little 
Johnny and Mary soon learn to turn it on when you are 
busy; they very naturally absorb whatever is on, whether 
good, bad, or worse. We always remember the thing we 
see much longer than what we hear. Television is too 
much like setting a bear trap where you know the chil- 
dren play. I have been told all my life that to be a Chris- 
tian I must be like Jesus. In all the list of Christ-like 
traits, there surely is none that outweighs the seldom- 
mentioned one known as SELF-SACRIFICE AND SELF- 
DENIAL. 

It is not at all impossible that some TV sets, as well 
as other things not needed, have been bought with money 
that should have gone into the tithe envelope of tha 
faithful man of God, the pastor, who has been sent to 
feed our souls. What that “little” theatre costs would buy

for him a fine suit, an entire outfit for his faithful wife 
and all the children, a spare tire for his very necessary 
car, 100 gallons of gas, one gallon of motor oil, and a 
whole truck load of groceries which could very well con- 
tain two hams and a barrel of flour. 

Christ’s entire life and ministry was built and centered 
around the heavenly principle of absolute self-denial, 
and the more we practice that ourselves, the more we 
shall be like Him and the less like the nonprofessing 
world. If we, as Christians, are content to fill our lives 
with lifeless husks which belong only to this world, we, 
too, will sooner or later find, as did the prodigal son, that 


we are sorely in need of that soul-satisfying food and 
shelter found only in Father’s house. May we be as wise 
as he, the prodigal son, turned out to be.

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skeptical of the supernatural manifestations of the 

Holy Spirit, it is refreshing to come across the fol- 
lowing descriptive scene of a gathering of primitive 
Christians. It is from the pen of the late Dean Farrar 
(former Dean of Canterbury) in his book Darkness and 
Dawn. 

To appreciate the value of his testimony, it must be 
emphasized that, although this book is ‘a tale” illustrat- 
ing the dawn of Christianity upon the darkness of pagan- 
ism, the Dean claims for it the title of “an historic tale.” 
In the preface he tells us that the whole story is “deter- 
mined by the actual events of pagan and Christian his- 
tory.” He says: “Even for the minutest allusions and par- 
ticulars, I have contemporary authority.” 

We shall quote the passage referred to, which occurs in 
chapter 21, entitled “Among the Christians.” He is de- 
scribing a secret visit paid by Britannicus, the young Ro- 
man prince whose heart was strongly drawn towards the 
Christian faith and the Christian people, the majority of 
whom were slaves, but on whose features, in spite of toil 
and hardship, “there was something of the splendour and 
surprise of the Divine Secret.” 

* ® ~ 

“The room in which the Christians met was a large 
granary in which Plantius stored the corn which came 
from his Sicilian estates. .. In such a community, so poor, 
so despised, there could be no pomp of ritual, but the lack 
of it was more than compensated by the reverent de- 
meanour which made each Christian feel that, for the 
time being, this poor granary was the house of God, and 
the gate of Heaven.... 

“Every look and gesture was happy as of those who felt 
that, not only angels and archangels were among them, 
but the Invisible Presence of their Lord himself. 

‘First they prayed—and Britannicus had never before 
heard real prayers. But here were men and women, the 
young and»the old, toSwhom prayer evidently meant di- 
rect communion with the Infinite and the Unseen; to 


Ys THESE DAYS, when Christian people are so 
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whom the solitude of private supplication, and the com- 
munity of worship, were alike admissions into the audi- 
ence chamber of the Divine. Never had he heard such out- 
pourings of the soul, in all the rapture of trust, to a 
Heavenly Father. How different seemed such intercession 
with the Eternal from the vague conventional aspirations 
of the Stoics towards an incomprehensible Soul of the 
Universe, which had no heart for pity, and no arm to 
save! 

“But a new and yet more powerful sensation was kin- 
dled in his mind, when at the close of the prayers they 
sang a hymn. 

“Britannicus listened entranced to the mingled voices 
as they rose and fell in exquisite cadence. He had heard 
in theatres all the most famous singers of Rome; he had 
heard the chosen youth and the maidens chanting in the 
temple processions; he had heard the wailing over the 
dead, and the Thalassio—chorus of the bridal song. But 
he had heard nothing which distantly resembled this mel- 
ody and harmony of voices wedded to holy thoughts; and, 
although there were no instruments, the angelic, soft, 
trembling voices seemed to him like echoes from some 
new and purer region of existence. 

“When the hymn was over they sat down, and Linas 
rose to speak to them a few words of exhortation. ... Was 
not the day of the Lord at hand? Would He not speedily 
return? 

“So far had they proceeded, when a mightily answering 
‘Maranatha’ of the deeply-awed assembly smote the air, 
and immediately afterwards Britannicus stood transfixed 
and thrilled to the very depths of his whole being. 

“For now a voice such as he had never heard—a sound 
unearthly and unaccountable—seemed not only to strike 
his ears, but to grasp his very heart. It was awful in its 
range, its tone, its modulations, its startling, penetrating, 
appalling power; and although he was unable to under- 
stand its utterance, it seemed to convey the loftiest elo- 
quence of religious transport, thrilling with rapture and 
conviction, and in a moment or two, other voices joined.

From a Famous Book by C. E. D. de L. 


The words they spoke were exalted, intense, impassioned, 
full of mystic significance. They did not speak in their 
ordinary familiar tongue, but in what seemed to be, as it 
were, the essence and idea of all languages, though none 
could tell whether it was Hebrew, or Greek, or Latin, or 
Persian. It resembled now one, and now the other, as 
some overpowering and unconscious impulse of the mo- 
ment might direct. 

“The burden of the thoughts of the speakers seemed to 
be the ejaculation of ecstasy, of amazement, of thanks- 
giving, of supplication, of passionate dithyramb or psalm. 
They spoke not to each other, or to the congregation, but 
seemed to be addressing their inspired soliloquy to God. 
And among these strange sounds of many voices, all 
raised in sweet accord of entranced devotion, there were 
some which no one could rightly interpret. The other 
voices seemed to interpret themselves. They needed no 
translation into significant language, but spontaneously 
awoke in the hearts of the hearers the echo of the impulse 
from which they sprang. There were others which rang 
on the air more sharply, more tumultuously, like the 
clanging of a cymbal, or of the booming of hollow brass, 
and they conveyed no meaning to any but the speakers, 
who, in producing these barbarous tones, felt carried out 
of themselves. But there was no disorderly tumult in the 
various voices. They were reverberations of one and the 
same supernatural ecstasy—echoes awakened in different 
consciousnesses by one and the same emotion. 

“Britannicus had heard the glossolalia—the gift of the 
tongue! He had been a witness of the Pentecostal mar- 
vel, a phenomenon which heathendom had never known. 

“Nor had he only heard it or witnessed it. For as the 
voices began to grow fainter, as the whole assembly sat 
listening to the hush of awful expectation, the young 
prince himself felt as if a Spirit passed before him, and 
the hair of his flesh stood up; he felt as if a Power and 
a Presence stronger than his own dominated his being, 
annihilated his inmost self, dealt with him as a player 
does who sweeps the strings of the impulse. He felt terri- 
fied by it; but it breathed all over and around and 
through him, like the mighty wind; it filled his soul as 
with ethereal fire; it seemed to inspire, to uplift, to dilate 
his very soul; and finally it swept him onward as with 
numberless rushings of congregated wings. The passion 
within him was burning into irresistible utterance, and, 
in another moment, through that humble throng of 
Christians, would have rung in impassioned music the 
young voice of the last of the Claudii, pouring forth 
things unutterable, had not the struggle ended by his ut- 
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tering one cry, and then sinking into a faint. 

“As he seemed to be in a swoon, one of the young aco- 
lytes came to him, and gently bathed his face with cold 
water. And meanwhile, as the hour was late, and they 
all had to get home in safety through the dark streets 
and lanes through which they had come—some of them 
from considerable distances—Linas rose, and with up- 
lifted hand dismissed the congregation.” 


DEAN FARRAR’S picture of the Pentecostal 
worship of the early Christians is a veritable detailing 
and explaining of just those very Pentecostal phenomena 
which are so widely misconstrued and criticized today. 

In the first place, the despised community of slaves, the 
poverty of surroundings (a barn for storing corn), with 
absence of all material refinement, splendour of ritual, 
is typical of the people and places where God first poured 
out His Spirit in this twentieth century. 

Next, the seraphic harmony of voices, following the un- 
restrained outpourings of hearts in prayer by men, wom- 
en, and little children, corresponds to “the heavenly 
choir,” as the “singing in the Spirit” is termed in Pente- 
costal assemblies today. 

Again, the theme of the preaching in the Dean’s narra- 
tive—the near coming of the Lord—characterizes the 
preaching in Pentecostal circles in these latter days. 

As we listen to the glad spontaneous shout of “Mara- 
natha” in the story, in response to the preaching, we can- 
not but hear the frequent burst of “Hallelujah” and 
“Praise the Lord” in Pentecostal assemblies today—so of- 
fensive to the refined ears of the world, yet so dear to the 
heart of God that they bring the very cloud of His pres- 
ence over the gatherings again and again. 

Then, how deeply significant the description of the use 
and varieties of “the tongues”! The most common objec- 
tion raised today against the gift of tongues is that the 
purpose of the gift is supposed to be purely and only evan- 
gelistic, and therefore it is contended that the tongues 
must be addressed to those present and must be immedi- 
ately intelligible to them. The Dean’s knowledge of Paul’s 
teaching on the subject, in the first Corinthian letter, 
and of all contemporaneous allusions to this gift of the 
Spirit in the writings of the early fathers and historians 
of the Church, saves him from this common error. 


Dean Farrar is aware that the more ordinary usage of 
the gift was as a supernatural channel of worship and 
prayer. As Paul tells us, ‘He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto God: for no man 
understandeth.” 1 Corinthians 14:2. For this reason the 
apostle enjoins that in the public assemblies, where the 
Word of God is to be preached, the gift of tongues is not 
to be in the foreground, except in the way of prophecy, 
for the interpretation of which definite prayer should be 
offered. (See 1 Corinthians 14:5, 13.) 

As we read this marvelously accurate portrayal of the 
manifestations accompanying the “glossolalia,” it is dif- 
ficult to realize that Dean Farrar had never been present 
at one of these latter-day Pentecostal gatherings. The 
extract we have quoted not oniy shows how faithfully 
and successfully he delineated from history the true scrip- 
tural pher:omena of the Pentecostal effusion of the Spirit, 
but the whole passage is, to our minds, a very convincing 
proof of how, whether we examine the workings of the 
Holy Spirit in the Christian assemblies of Nero’s day, or of 
the twentieth century, “all these worketh that one and 
the selfsame Spirit, dividing to every man severally as 
he will.”—Full Gospel Herald.

Florida. Don’t you ever get tired of it?” 

I said, “Never!” 

I believe the hope of this nation is in the saving of the 
youth, and 90 per cent of it is going to come out of the 
Sunday School classes of our country. So out of the Sun- 
day School will come 85 per cent of our church people 
of the tomorrows, and 95 per cent of our preachers. Not 
over one-half of 1 per cent of our 6,000,000 listed crimi- 
nals came out of Sunday School classes. 

I said to Edgar Hoover’s assistant, “If there is nothing 
beyond the grave, and there is no hereafter, and nothing 
to the Bible, it would pay to build Sunday Schools, if for 
this country alone to make decent citizenship.” 

God knows we are a mess in this country. Our teen- 
agers are almost running our cities wild. 

There is a group of men coming from Congress pretty 
soon to study the conditions of our teen-agers in ten 
different cities in this country, and my 
home city is one of them. Why, we have them to meet out 
100 and 200 at a time and fight like cats and dogs, out of 
the high schools of my home city. I could stand here and 
tell you about organizations in the schools of this coun- 
try that would almost turn this city into a pandemonium 
before midnight if they knew what was going on in the 
average city in this country. Any country that produces 
three times as many criminal boys and girls as it pro- 
duces college students, there is something radically wrong 
with the program of that nation. 

We’ve got more girls tonight selling liquor in legalized 
liquor stores than we have in all the colleges in the United 
States put together. A crime is committed in this country 
every twenty-two seconds. Murder is committed every 
forty-five minutes. We are printing 15,000,000 dirty mag- 
azines that are not decent to look on, let alone knowing 
the contents. And that is what 36,000,000 unchurched 
youth in this nation are largely reading tonight. 

Somebody said, “You can tell what a nation is by what 
they are reading.” If that is the criterion to go by, God 
knows this nation is on the rocks. You can’t read that 
dirty, rotten true-story type of literature and have an 
appetite for Sunday School Sunday morning. 

I never smoked a cigarette in my life. I’ve treated every 
woman as I’d want every gentleman to treat my women 
folk. As far as my memory recalls, I’ve never used a word 
in public or private that I couldn’t use in this mixed 
audience tonight. And I repeat it, I don’t take any merit 
for it. 

“What happened to me, Mother?” 

“I don’t know.” My mother was a singer for big camp 
meetings in the State of Texas. Sometimes there would 
be 5,000 to 10,000 people attending those great camp 
meetings in the South, and my mother was the singer, 
ofttimes. 

She said, “Months prior to your birth, why I got happy 
and ran down one aisle and shouted up the next.” 

I have seen my mother shout until the hairpins would 
come out, and her hair would come down her back. Of 
course, that was a long time before bobbed hair was ever 
discovered. 

She said, “Son, you were born under those conditions.” 

You can’t improve on those old-fashioned shouting 
mothers. Come on, say “Amen” to that. 

One of the curses of this nation is the cigarette- 
smoking, dram-drinking, dancing, sin-loving-woman type 
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of motherhood that is to be our mothers in the tomor- 
rows for our future generation. May God save this coun- 
try from that awful collapse by saving our womanhood 
from the toboggan slide of their home tonight. There is 
no use to mince words. The womanhood of this nation 
is on its way down, and the first thing you know, we are 
going to be out. You can not do as we are doing in this 
country and come out safely in the tomorrows. 


I WAS COMING down an eastern highway. 
A big bulletin board said, “This is the site where Jona- 
than Edwards preached his sermon ‘Sinners in the Hands 
of an Angry God.’” 

I said to Mrs. London, “We’ll stop the car, and I’ll tell 
you about it. Jonathan Edwards came out of a Christian 
home. Converted in his early years, he married a girl 
of the church. Over a period of two generations, seventy 
years, they observed more than a thousand descendants 
of the Edwards family. From those descendants have 
come thirty preachers. There were sixty-five authors of 
good books and sixty college professors. “Outside of Aaron 
Byrd,” Graham said, “who married a bad girl and got into 
trouble, it is on the statute books of New York that 
the Edwards family didn’t cost the state one single dollar 
for wrong living.” 

We hadn’t gone but a few counties until a sign said, 
“This is the county of Max Dukes”—a ficticious name, 
but a real character. “Well,” I said, “stop the car again.” 

“Who’s Max Dukes?” 

I said, “He was never inside a Protestant church in his 
life. He never saw a Sunday School class in his life. He 
married a girl off the street.” They observed over 700 
descendants of the Max Dukes’ family over two genera- 
tions, seventy years; and hear me, out of the Max Dukes 
family alone have come 300 criminals. A hundred were 
sent to the penitentiaries of New York on an average of 
thirteen years each, and it cost $1,250,000 to raise the 
Dukes’ outfit alone. 

A man said to me in New York City, “We are still pay- 
ing taxes in this city on Max Dukes’ criminals as a result 
of not saving that boy and that girl back in the yester- 
days.” 

Hear me, National Association members and friends! 
Listen to me! God said go out and pay every bill there is 
to pay, and study the Sunday School youth across the 
states of this Union so that our boys and girls will be 
swept in by the thousands and save them before they go 
over the precipice from which millions will never return. 


I SAID, “Governor, what’s the fourth major 
tragedy?” 

He said, “The president of the United States is dead.” 

I said just a few weeks ago, at this tomb in Canton, 
Ohio, “Mr. McKinley, no need for you to have died.” Why 
so? “You’re the victim of the loss of a boy back in the 
yesterdays.” 

I stood just the other day at the grave of John Dillin- 
ger. I began crying and praying. A preacher friend of 
mine said, “Mr. London, a little sentiment I suppose?” 

I said, “Brother Savage, there is no sentiment in this. 
Listen to me, Savage! Listen to me.” The ten years that 
John Dillinger was running from the law of this country, 
a big part of the time was in jail and prison, and then 
the breakout, it cost the country $1,700,000 to kill him like 
a brute on a back street of Chicago. I’ve seen the spot 


where he fell. 
I said to a preacher friend, Joe Meyers, “Joe, what did 
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Edgar Hoover call John Dillinger?” 

He said, “He called him a rat.” 

“Well,” I said, “here’s another rat that’s dead in the 
spot where John Dillinger fell. Joe Meyers, if it were not 
for the Sunday School and the early conversion that you 
and I had, we might be gamblers, and racketeers, and 
outcasts. We might have been number three or number 
four that fell in this same back alley where John Dillin- 
ger fell, and without being inside of a church house for 
ten years during his former years. Reverse the circum- 
stances, and John Dillinger might be a Sunday School 
evangelist and A. S. London might have filled a gangster’s 
grave had it not been for the fact that a Sunday School 
teacher was true to her mission, and my old shouting 
Methodist mother was true to her calling.” 

When I was nine years old, they prayed with me until 
I was as conscious that I was converted as I am tonight. 
For God’s sake save the child before he goes wrong, for 
out in the tomorrows he may be swept from his moorings. 


I SAID, “Governor, what’s the last thing?” 

He said, “A boy’s life was taken, who never had a 
chance.” 

I stood a few weeks ago in a Southern death cell. I’ve 
been in twenty of them, but this was the dirtiest one I 
ever saw. Two teen-age boys were sitting on the dirtiest 
cot. I put my arms around them. I said, “How old are you 
boys?” 

They said, “Eighteen.” 

I pulled one of them up to my cheek. I don’t think he 
had ever shaved. He was more like a _ thirteen- 
or fourteen-year-old child. Pretty soon the district at- 
torney pulled my coat and said, “Mr. London, we’ll have 
to go. We are bringing a portable electric chair to the 
courthouse to set these boys down in and turn on 2,300 
volts of electricity.” One of the boys fell into my embrace 
and dropped tears onto the lapel of my coat. I couldn’t 
help but think of my boys. 

I said, “Boys, did you come out of the Sunday School 
and church?” 

They said, “We haven’t seen a church since we were 
babies.” 

“Where did you live?” 

One of them said, “I’ve lived within three blocks of a 
church for ten years.” 

“What kind of a church?” 

He said, “I don’t know.” 

“Did you ever hear the preacher?” 

He said, “I didn’t know they had any.” 

“Well, did you ever meet the Sunday School superin- 
tendent or teachers?” 

He said, “I never heard of them.” 

I started to go out; he kept hanging on to me and he 
said a thing to me that I’ll carry to my grave. He said, 
“Mr. London, I won’t ask you to go before the pardoning 
board of the State, or the governor, for it’s already set- 
tled, and they are bringing the chair to this courthouse 
now, and I am soon to die. But, Mr. London, I want you 
to get this message from me. As far as I know, the back 
of every man’s and woman’s hand in the churches of the 
city where I live has been against me. If I have a friend 
on this earth, I don’t know it. Not even a post card has 
been sent from my parents in protest to save me from 
the electric chair.” And with tears trickling down that 
boy’s cheeks and literally dripping to the floor, he said, 
“Mr. London, if you had never had a friend since the day 
you were born, and the back of every man’s and woman’s 
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hand had been against you, and nobody loved you, and 
nobody had ever spoken a kind word to you, and 
everybody was kicking you, tell me, Mr. London, tell me, 
would you be where you are today, and would I be where I 
am had my circumstances been different?” 

As I was going down the corridors of that institution, 
I heard the wails of those two lads, eighteen years of age. 
What is a wail? It’s the cry of a boy who has no hope 
and not a friend and not even a letter or a post card or a 
kind word spoken to him as far as he knew in his life- 
time, dying within three blocks of a church without a 
friend. The tragedy and the cost of losing a child.

Television Debut

Georgia, recently had its entire Sunday morning 

service televised for the second time. The first 
telecast was about one year ago, and the last was Decem- 
ber 27. The service included singing by the choir, special 
singing, prayer, offering, and the regular morning mes- 
sage. The time was from 11 a.m. until 12 noon. So far as 
we khow, these are the first telecasts of entire services 
from a Church of God. 

The time for these services is given by WSB-TV, the 
largest television coverage of the South. They are also 
under the direction of the Atlanta Christian Council. If 
the church were to pay for the time, it would cost several 
hundred dollars an hour. To telecast the service, a mobile 
unit is brought to the church and operated by several 
men. Two cameras are placed on a six-foot platform, 
which is built in the rear of the church. The church must 
also have special lighting. 

The results of these two telecasts have been gratifying. 
Many who had never. attended one of our churches called 
to inquire further of the Church of God. We had the 
report of some being converted during the service. Many 
have come to our regular services as a result of seeing 
the television service. One family, that had never been to 
a holiness service before, came all the way from Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. A businessman called from Macon, Ga., 
to inquire of the church. For all of these things we thank 
God. 

By this means, a Church of God service is carried into 
thousands of homes that may never see a holiness serv- 
ice otherwise. The coverage of this station is tremendous. 
We have received reports from near Nashville, Tenn., 
Baxley, Ga. (near the Florida line), and Greenville, S. C. 
The potential audience would number into the millions. 

We are made to know that while television can and will 
carry many ungodly programs, it will also serve as a 
means of spreading the gospel of our Lord. It should also 
correct many false ideas that some may have of the 
Church of God. It gives us a new medium of preaching 
the doctrines of Pentecost. Of course, many shut-ins, 
especially those in hospitals, are able to see and hear the 
service. 

We give God the glory for providing us this means to 
carry the gospel. It is our prayer that many will be in- 
fluenced for Christ first, then for the Church of God.

Although it 
seemed that it would wrench his heart from his bosom, 
he observed his promise to the letter. Let honor rest 
with that splendid girl. How noble! Her submission is one 
of the most touching examples in the Bible. Let honor rest 
with Jephthah. He did not draw back from doing what 
hurt him most, if it meant fulfilling a promise made to 
God. He was convinced that it must be done, and did 
not seek any quarter from God. We do know that he has 
been registered in the annals of the faithful (Jephthae, 
in Hebrews 11:32), presumably for him fidelity to his 
sworn promise. 

You were in distress. You had to claim the victory over 
some obstacle. For healing you promised, for deliverance 
you vowed, your service and your testimony. Have you 
remembered to pay? 


VOWS ARISE FROM 
DISTRESS 
Judges 11:30-39 


JONAH had reason to be afraid. He was in 
a predicament. Locked in the belly of some great fish, es- 
tranged from God, for from home—he was scared. His 
dilemma was: either stay in 
VOWS ARISE FROM that fish, or go preach to the 
FEAR despised Ninevites. His heart 
Jonah 2:9 bent finally to obedience; he 
cried out: “I will pay that that 
I have vowed.” When a time of terror comes into your life, 
you will remember the favors of God that have gone 
unrequited. A time or reckoning must come to those who 
refuse to pay their debts. David described his terrible 
anguish (Psalms 116) and asked how he might requite 
the Lord. “I will pay my vows now... .” He did not put it 
off until a more convenient date: but now! 

When you were afraid someone would hear what you 
had said about them, you prayed— you promised never 
to be guilty of idle and uninformed gossip again. Has that 
promise been kept? You slipped, you sinned—then you 
promised God that if He would guard your secret from 
being scattered about, you would never place yourself 
in the way of such temptation again. Have you kept that 
vow? When it was dark and you made great vows, God 
had mercy on you; He let the fish vomit you onto dry 
ground. Now that the day is bright, and your fear is 
gone, do you stick by your word? 

2 Peter 3:9, “The Lord is not slack concerning his prom- 
ise, as some men count slackness; but is longsuffering to 
us-ward. . . .” Men expect God to keep His pledges to 
them. He is faithful; every- 
thing promised will be ful- 
filled. Then, to follow the ex- 
ample of one so honest and faithful, should we not be 
extremely careful to keep our word to Him? At the be- 
ginning of this year, let us consider our past promises and 
make full settlement. 

Don’t try to forget it. You would not think of forgetting 
a past grocery debt and begining all over again. No, you 
must go back and straighten up that debt. If the debt 
you owe God is long past, make a full settlement now. 
Either pay it or receive His amnesty (you decide that 
with Him)—then begin anew. Psalm 76:11, “Vow, and pay 
unto the Lord your God.” God takes pleasure in the paid 
vow. So, vow—and pay!

BEGIN BUILD-UP OF MALENKOV 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) A Fea- 
ture article by William P. Flythe of 
the Washington Bureau of the Los 
Angeles Examiner declares that jum- 
bo-sized pictures of Georgi Malenkov 
appeared recently in every section of 
Red. Russia and her satellites as a 
means of serving notice that the porky 
premier is now in complete control. 
This information reached State De- 
partment intelligence offices from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. It was linked 
directly with the announcement from 
Moscow that Lavrenty Beria, head of 
the secret police and No. 2 in the Red 
rule of Russia, was soon to be tried for 
confessed murder and treason. Rus- 
sians and natives of the nations with- 
in the Red orbit saw a photographs 
and lithographs of Malenkov glaring 
at them from walls which been 
bare the day before. 


NEW GUINEA CONVERTS 
CONFESS MURDER AT BAPTISM 

ANSBACH, Germany (EP) At a re- 
cent baptism of 265 adults in the in- 
terior of New Guinea, 66 of the con- 
verts confessed they had killed men 
with their own hands before they 
heard of Christianity, Hans Neumey- 
er, director of the Neuendettelsau 
Mission Society, told a Bavarian Mis- 
sion conference here. He said the sta- 
tistics illustrated the “supreme reign 
of paganism” still ruling in the primi- 
tive interior of New Guinea, which is 
increasingly becoming the chief field 
of work for the Lutheran missionar- 
ies in New Guinea. 

The Neuendettelsau Mission Society 
is one of several groups cooperating 
in the New Guinea Lutheran Mission 
under the general auspices of the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council’s Commission 
on Younger Churches and Orphaned 
Missions. The others are the United 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in Aus- 
tralia and the American Lutheran 
Church. 

Mr. Neumeyer said here that the 
young Evangelical Church of New 
Guinea now has Fy egg 120,000 
members. He said that only last year 
some 13,000 new converts were won 
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over to Christianity. According to his 
report, the average membership of the 
congregations served by Neuendettel- 


sau jonaries is from 15,000 to 
30,000, and a young German mission- 
ary, Fritz Wagner, who went to the 
field just a short time ago, has a con- 
gregation of 50,000 members. 


ESTIMATE 70 MILLION 
AMERICANS DRINK 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) A top 
authority on alcoholism says that to- 
day 60,000,000 to 70,000,000 Americans, 
mostly parents, drink alcoholic bever- 
ages, and 4,000,000 of them are po- 
tential or confirmed alcoholics. 

Dr. Selden D. Bacon, director of the 
center of alcoholic studies at Yale Uni- 
versity, also declared that the ratio of 
alcoholism by sexes is about six men 
to one woman. It is most common be- 
tween the ages of 35 and 55, he said. 

By racial groups, Dr. Bacon said 
native white Americans, Irish, Scandi- 
navians, English, and Poles have a 
high rate, while the Mediterranean 
people, such as the Italians and 
Greeks, tend to have a low rate. “The 
Jews, almost all of whom use alcoholic 
beverages, have an extraordinarily low 
rate, a fact which has been recognized 
for over three centuries,” he said. 

Dr. Bacon gave these highlights on 
his studies in a owe hted interview 
in U. S. News & World Report, inde- 
a weekly news magazine pub- 
ished here. In a wide-ranging com- 
mentary on problems connected with 
alcoholism, Dr. Bacon pointedly criti- 
cized the “classical temperance lec- 
tures” of persons he described as 
“very sincere, well-meaning ‘drys.’” 


PRAYER GROUP CLAIMS “SPIRIT- 
UAL CURTAIN” AROUND COUNTRY 
MIAMI, Florida (EP) A _ prayer 
group that asserts it has saved Mi- 
ami from hurricanes for four years 
announced here it will seek to .estab- 
lish “a spiritual curtain” around the 
U. S. to a this country from any 
damage by a hydrogen bomb. The Rev. 
James R. Adams, 88, who, with his 
wife, the Rev. Elsie C. Adams, founded 
the Hurricane Control Prayer Group 
in 1949, said that “only one small hur- 
ricane slipped through our prayer de- 
fense” in the four-year period, during 
which greater Miami was threatened 
by 32 “big winds.” The group offers 
its prayers in pairs from the roof of a 
Miami hotel whenever storm warnings 
are posted. ; 
eperred by this record, Mr. Adams 
said that “we now propose to make a 
supreme test of Jesus’ promise in Mat- 
thew 18:19.” (“Again I say unto you, 


That if two of you shall agree on 
earth as touching any thing that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them of 
my Father which is in heaven.) “We 
will work in pairs,” he said, “to es- 
tablish not an iron or bamboo curtain, 
but a spiritual curtain of protection 
around the whole U. S. A. through 
which no peril may pass.” 


REFUGEES FROM RUSSIAN 
ZONE BRING BLESSINGS 
WITH PROBLEMS 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (EP) Refu- 
gees from East Germany create grave 
problems in West Germany as far as 
employment and housing is concerned, 
but “these people have also shown that 
they activate church life in the more 
secularized western zones,” it was 
stated here by the Rev. David Sven- 
ungsson. Mr. Svenungsson returned to 
Stockholm after an extensive study 
journey through various parts of West 
Germany, and told reports of the 
Swedish press that aid to German ref- 
ugees must be continued. “As there 
are no signs that the stream of refu- 
gees will ebb out, the aid will be as 
necessary as before, especially in ex- 

ctation of a new winter,” the Swed- 
sh pastor said.

Contributions to forty-six United 
States Protestant and Eastern Ortho- 
dox groups reached a record total of 
$1,401,114,217 for all purposes in the 
year, according to statistics re- 
eased last week by the Joint Depart- 
ment of Stewardship and Benevolence 
of the National Council of Churches, a 
gain of 8.9 per cent over the previous 
year. Among the larger amounts were 
the $289,791,000 contributed by mem- 
bers of the Methodist Church; 
pry tty by Southern Baptists; and 
126,455,000 contributed by Presbyteri- 
ans, U.S.A. On a per captia basis, Sev- 
enth-day Adventists led with $165.26. 


A nation-wide program to vaccinate 
500,000 to 1,000,000 children with the 
new antipolio triple-vaccine will get 
under way in the week of February 8, 
1954. The National foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis hopes this will be the 
last major battle against polio. More 
than 200 counties throughout the na- 
tion will be involved. e foundation 
will spend $7,500,000 of March-of- 
Dimes funds to finance this V-Day 
against polio.

Paul had this passion for souls. “For 
I could wish that myself were ac- 
cursed from Christ for my brethren, 
my kinsmen according to the flesh,” 
Romans 9:3. 

A real “passion for souls” is one of 
the scarcest things in all the world 
today. The average church member 
knows very little about it. Sunday is a 
day to rise a little later than usual, 
don his best garments, go forth to 
the church to listen listlessly to the 
sermon, and drop in the collection 
plate perhaps the smallest coin he 
can get his fingers on, then return 
home to the biggest meal of the week, 
and spend the afternoon in leisure. 
Many preachers have very little of this 
passion for souls. May God help us to- 
day that this burning passion and this 
yearning desire for souls vm! be a 
part of our lives until we shall weep 
between the porch and the altar for 
the salvation of lost and dying men. 

Jeremiah had this passion for souls. 
He was the weeping prophet, and 
prophesied through the first pert of 
the Babylonian captivity. “Oh, that 
my head were waters, and mine eyes 
a fountain of tears, that I might weep 
day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my .. 

John Knox this passion for 
souls. He would crawl out of his bed 
at midnight, roll upon the floor, and 
weep and plead with God for souls. 
Though the weather was down nearly 
to zero, without a covering over his 
body, he would groan before God until 
his body was covered with perspira- 
tion. He is the one who cried out, 
“Give me Scotland, or I die!” And 
God gave him Scotland. 

David Livingston had this passion 
for souls. And it was this that drove 
him, in spite of the pleading of friends 
and loved ones, into the heart of 
earth’s darkest continent to give his 
life for those whom he loved. It has 
been said that he died upon his knees 
pleading with God for souls. 

The greatest joy in all the world is 
to win a soul for the Lord Jesus Christ. 
How thrilling it is to see a sinner be- 
come a saint. How amazing it is— 
even the facial expressions undergo a 
complete transformation from deep- 
est anguish of soul to the heights of 
rapture. The highest, most noble call- 
ing in all the world is the call to be a 
co-laborer with the Lord in His great 
redemptive work. 

To be a soul winner does not mean 
that our task is always accomplished 
with ease. Jeremiah was buried to the 
armpits in a pit of slime, but he arose 
with a shining face and continued at 
God’s command. James Baynham 
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cried: “Oh ye papists, behold! Ye look 
for miracles; here now may you see a 
miracle; for in this fire I feel no more 
pain than if I were in bed; for it is as 
sweet to me as a bed of roses.”
